Youngstown. April 20 —Two Youngs­ 
town men are deaa, one a m urderer 
and suicide, the other his victim 
A 
third is living because a leap from 
the Market street bridge didn’t a c ­ 
complish what he had hoped it would. 
The dead are Joseph Johnson, 53, 
and Joseph 
Beeler, 
his 
snn-in law. 
Johnson Saturday night shot himself 
and his son-inlaw and attem pted to 
take the life of his daughter, Mrs. J os ­ 
eph Beeler. 
Johnson died early Sunday m orning 
in the City hospital of a bullet wound 
in his head. 
His son-in-law died in 
the same hospital a few hours later. 
Johnson 
did

the fact th at his wife had sued him 
for divorce. 
The shooting oc urred at 
his home where his son-in-law and 
daughter lived.
